LONDON, Dec. 16 (12:47 a. m.)— 


The War office has received a despatch 
amnoonctng that Gen. Busier has met 
Trttih a eerfous reverse, losing 11 guns 
in aa uosooeessial attempt to cross 
the Tugela river.

They are about 
two miles apart. My intention was to 
force one or theother with, one- brigade, 
supported by a central brigade. Gen. 
Hart was to afctacl?tthe left, Gen. B31d- 
yard tlhe right road and Gen. Lytleton 
to attack <the center and to support 
either. 


Early in tlhe day I saw tihait Gen. 


Hart wouM not be able to force a. pas- 
sage, and I directed Mm to withdraw. 
He lhad, however, attacked -with great 
gallantry, and his leading battalion, 
the Connaught Rangers, I fear suffer- 
ed a great deal. Col. I. G. Brooke was 
seriously wounded. 


I then ordered Gem. HiJdyard to ad- 


vance, whdcfh 'he did, and 'his leading 
right, the East Surrey, occupied Co- 
lenso station and the houses-near the 
bridge.

Of the IS horses, 
13 *were killed, and as several drivers 
were wounded, I would not allow 
another attempt, as it seemed that they 
would be a shell mark. Not -wishing 
to sacrifice Mf e to a gallant attempt to 
force the passage unsupported by ar- 
tillery, I directed the troops to with- 
draw, whioh tlhey did ^n good order. 


Throughout the day a considerable 


force of the enemy was passing on my 
rigiht flank, but was kept back by 
mounted men under Lord Dundonald 
and part of Gen. Barton's brigade. 
The day was immensely hot and trying 
to the troops, whose conduct was ex- 
cellent. 


We have abandoned 10 guns and lost 


by shell one.

The losses in Gen. Hart's brigade 


are, I fear, heavy, Bftthaugh the propor- 
tion of severely wounded is, I bope, 
mot large.

Glencoe'* Awful Field. 


. DURBAN, Dec. 12—Ultlander refu- 
gees arriving here bring news of 
battlefield of Glencoe and of the situa- 
tion in Johannesburg, Pretoria and the 
Transvaal generally. Heinrich Auer, 
a German, who had been forced to 
leave Johannesburg because, as hus- 
band of an English woman, he wa» 
suspected of British sympathies, says: 
"I judge there were about a thousand 


dead and wounded on the battlefield of 
Glencoe when we passed it on October

The plague has made its reappear- 


ance in Honoluln, two new cases hav- 
ing been discovered yesterday A note- 
worthy fact is that they were found in 
opposite sections of the city—one at 
Pawaa, on the 
extension of King 


street beyond the Waikiki turn, and 
the other at Palama, the latter being, 
in the opinion of the health physicians 
and of Dr Carmichael of the Federal 
service one of the most pronounced 
cases of the black death that has oc- 
curred 
since the outbreak. Ethel 


Johnson, who died on Saturday last at 
1 o'clock, and upon whom an autopsy 
was held at 4 p. m. the same day, has 
been declared a victim of the plague 
the bacilli, according to Dr. Hoffman, 
having been found in all parts of her 
body. 


The most mysterious case is that 01 


the Chinaman, Ah Fong, who died at 
Palama—that is, mysterious as far as 
his previous history Is concerned. It 
is known that he came across the Pali 
on Sunday at noon, and that he diec 
at 7 p. m. the same day. Nothing could 
be learned from Kaneohe district by 
telephone about him, and it is now un- 
derstood that the Board of Health will 
co-operate with the police In ferreting 
out the man's earlier experiences while 
he resided on the other side of the 
Esland. Ah Fong was not attended by 


physician after arrival In Honolu- 


ln. The body was brought to the 
morgue yesterday morning and an au- 
:opsy performed by Dr. Hoffmann in 
the presence of Drs. Carmichael, Gar- 
vin and Wood. Tbe left femoral gland 
was badly swollen, and an incision dis-

Special Board Meeting. 


As soon as possible after the results 


of the postmortems were known in the 
twd Chinese cases of yesterday, Presl 
dent Cooper called a special meeting o: 
the Board of Health for 7 o'clock last 
evening. One or two members delayer 
by the Christmas turkey at home die 
not arrive until nearly half ah hour 
later. Besides President Cooper there 
weye present Drs. Wood, Day, Emer- 
son; Mr. George W. Smith and Agent 
Reynolds. In attendance were Drs 
Hoffmann, Garvin and Deputy Marshal 
Chilllngwortb. 


Before the meeting came to order 


President Cooper stated that one of the 
principal things to be considered was 
the inter-Island commerce relations as 
affected by the quarantine. It was 
suggested that vessels from other Isl- 
ands must hot be allowed to come up 
to the wharves in Honolulu or any oth- 
er Island port, as infected rats could 
pass from the vessel to the shore with 
eaee. 


Dr. Hoffmann stated to President 


Cooper that In the two Chinese deaths 
reported^ yesterday he found the bu- 
boes were femoral in both cases. 


The question of Inter-Island rela- 


tions, it was stated, was becoming a 
very Important matter, and as they 
bad a mysterious foe to deal with, 
the rigidity of the quarantine as far 
as it affected the shipping must not be 
lessened. 


In opening the meeting President 
looper said- "I wish to report to you 
Jiat there have been three deaths un- 
der! suspicious circumstances—that of 
Ethel Johnson at

The 
Assembly 'has, 'therefore, voted a 
farther appropriation of 8,631 Yen for 
the same purpose. A sum of 3,631 Yen

On 
the previous night Mr. Mlsaid, Super- 
intendent of the Kobe Police Statlqn, 
who is the bead of the Police Epidemic 
Inspection Committee, called together 
all the-extra men-and thanked them 
for .the services 4hey 'had rendered and 
the way they had worked day and 
night since the outbreak. Mr. Misaki 
added that the disease was not yet to- 
tally suppressed, but as their services 
were badly wanted In fhelr respective 
districts, and their superiors ihad.re- 
peatedly pressed for their 'return he 
felt he could keep them no longer. 
The 
officials -were then paid their 


travelling expenses and an extra al- 
lowance for their services. 
Another case of plague Is reported at 
Osaka. When news was received of the 
death on board the steamer of the aer-

Monday, December 4th. 


We learn that one of tbe operatives 


in the Takao Iron Works, Kano-c-ho, 
5-chome (near the railway line as it 
leaves- Kobe eastward) was attacked 
on Saturday morning -with suspicious 
symptoms. The patient is a young 
man seventeen years of age. Dr. Ya.- 
mamoto was called to attend him, and 
reported the case, which upon examin- 
ation was declared to be genuine 
plague. It is stated that 'the man had 
some friends in ithe isolated district a: 
Ono, 
and about -the 25th of last month 


eluded the police and paid them a 
visit. The Takao Iron Works have 
been isolated, together with the resi- 
dence of the proprietor. Six houses in 
Shimoyamatedori, 1-chome, with 23 
inmates (the neighborhood in wiiich 
the patient lived), 'have been isolated, 
and the patient removed to the In- 
fectious Diseases Hospital. 


The interference with trade caused 


by the outbreak of plague is likely to 
prove very serious. This is the season 
when the drapers expect to do a good 
trade in supplying clothing'for 
the 


New Year, but so' far business has 
proved vefy unsatisfactory. 
Usually 


the streets are crowded with people up 
to a late hour, and the various stores 
are busy with customers, out now It is 
not uncommon to find the shops elos- 
etiras early as nine o'clock, -whole after 
ten t&e streets are deserted. The rail- 
way traffic is also suffering severely 
trains proceeding to Osaka being al- 
most1 empty." Should cases of plague 
continue to occur it is probable that 
the -revival in trade tuat has lately 
'taken place will receive a severe check 
—at any rate in Kobe. 


The authorities continue to do all in 


their power to stamp out the epidemic 
but judgin from the case of the twc 
children of the late Hirai Matakichi. 
the isolation of the infecte portions is 
not continued for a sufficient length of 
time. It will be remembered that Hi- 
rai, 
who Jived at No. 2.982, Isobe-dori,

Fukiai, dieu from the

A sad story is related in a contem- 


porary of the unfortunate family of 
Hirai. 
Tho house consisted of only 


one small room of about "five mats. 
The deceased left an old mother, aged 
76. a wife, aged 33, a son, aged 5, and 
a daughter, aged 2, in addition to the 
two children u-ho died. Since 
the 


death Df the father, on whose earn- 
ings six others depended, the wife has 
hart to support the old mother and 
children. During the period of isola- 
tion they were receiving relief from 
the City Office, but as the relief has 
been withdrawn since the place was re- 
.Ipased from quarantine, the difflciiltiea 
of the family were great. They toad 
not sufficient futon to cover them all 
in the -night, and the dd mother, the 
wife, and four ohildrieTi were found 
sleeping together under only one thin 
futon. Sinc*> the two children became 
sick, thf> old -n-oman and thfe wife had 
riowherp to sleep, and toad to sit up 
oil the night througii. At the time

The outbreak of plague to Kobe is 


likely to seriously affect the city's 
revenue. The taxes collected on the 
theatres and other public performances 
in Kobe generally amount to between 
2,000 and 3,000 yen per month.

Been Delayed. 


Factories Running Night and Day - 


Ear Telephone Can be Lock- 


ed on Lever, 


Mrs. E O. White and 
Fred.

Tuesday night one of the largest and 


mosh fashionable audiences ever gath- 
ered together in Honolulu was present 
at the Opera House to witness the per- 
formance of "Faust" by the Boston 
Lyria Company, ably assisted by Mrs.

"If our switchboard wires and plugs 


for making connections had arrived on 
the Australia," said Manager Cassidy, 
"we would have been able to give our 
patrons the benefit of our new tele- 
phone system during the holidays. We 
have increased our force on the old 
system for the holidays, and yet it is 
difficult for us to make satisfactory 
connections. Everybody in town is 
telephoning, and it just keeps us on' 
the jump from morning till night" 


Mr. Cassidy states that all the tele- 


phone ^and electric outfitting factories 
are running night and day In order to 
supply recent heavy demands for all 
sorts of material and machinery from 
Cuba, Porto Rico, the Philippines and 
increased wants on the Mainland. It 
has been next to impossible to ship 
the wires and "plugs so far in order .to 
complete the new system, but the man- 
ager' expects them by the next steam- 
er. There will also be a shipment of 
500 bell boxes, which will be placed 
above the office telephones. The lat- 
ter are all to be remodeled to meet the 
demands of the new service, which will 
include the removal of the old push- 
button arrangement 


One feature of the bell box is a pat- 
ent lever which holds the ear tele- 
phone. When this is hanging on the 
lever, It can be locked in by a simple 
contrivance, and much annoyance is 
avoided from users who pay nothing 
for the privilege of using their neigh- 
bor's (telephone. 


Mr. Cassidy, who has the manage- 


ment of the present system, has had 
a very large experience in telephone 
work. Many of the older residents 
and the newspaper offices in particular 
will remember the old Bell Telephone

I 
never inquired their reason for wear- 
ing wigs, but I understand it protects 
them from insult and annoyance. A 
Chinaman in American costume and 
with a wig oughts head will attract no 
attention on the street where one with 
a queue and native garbs will. I sup- 
pose we take it as an effort on their 
part to adopt our drees and customs 
and so feel disposed to aid them. In 
South America queues are barred en- 
tirely."

I refused to 
deal with either the lawyers or their 
client. Mr. Cohen then presented a 
certified check of $4,400 to guarantee 
the Lyrics against loss in case the al- 
leged Orpheum arrangement was car- 
ried out 
I refused tbe check, saying 


the sum wouldn't buy cigarettes for my 
company. The lawyers then notified 
me that they would attach my para- 
phernalia, and I replied by saying that 
they could take them without process 
of law. The best lawyers in town tell 
me tbe Orpheum has no claim on me 
that would stand the test of courts."

occasion to -enlist the services of the 
Marshal's office to ferret out the author 
of some scurrilous posters which have 
been placed on the Chinatown walte 
and fences promiscuously, defaming 
both officials by stating that they 
were "no good." and their advice 
should not be followed 


Both Consul and Vice Consul have 


been greatly exercised over the appear- 
ance of these denunciations and re- 
quested the police to attempt to arrest 
the perpertators. It Is evidently the 
intention of the enemies of the officials 
to hold them up to ridicule, and this 
has been brought about sine* the quar- 
antine was established, during which 
the two officials were very prominent 
in assisting the Health Department 
ferret out suspicions cases of sickness. 
As far as learned, the authors of the 
posters have not been apprehended.

Whether the 
First American Bank of Hawaii opened 
its Hllcf doors January 2, 1300, or Jan- 
uary 2, 2000, does not alter the situa- 
tion; the bank in whose officers the 
people have the most confidence is the 
orie that will do the most business- 
sentiment cuts very little ice where a 
man's money is at stake. Trie public 
knows who is. behind the First Ameri- 
can Bank and confidence in them is al- 
ready established. So far as Mr. Peck's 
Hank officers are concerned the general 
public is in the dark. The Herald 
Hopes there will be enough business 
here to make both institutions success- 
ful. 


A Narrow Escape. 


The necessity of a guard rail on the 


new road in North Hllo in the vicinity 
of Laupahoehoe was made apparent to 
Manager Walker and his wife on Sun- 
day last.

Immediately upon news of the plague 


being received from Honolulu Sheriff 
Andrews issued a circular of warning, 
in which he called for the organization 
of a Health Committee.to have general 
supervision and control of all matters 
concerning the quarantine and the 
plague, should it appear. At the con- 
clusion of the circular Sheriff Andrews 
says: 


"Here in Hilo I have already divided 


the town into sections and detailed a 
policeman to look after the sanitary 
condition of each section. We .intend 
to compel each individual to clean up 
and keep clean his own premises at his 
own expense. In case danger appears 
more imminent our citizens will be 
called upon to organize and divide ^the 
town and vicinity into smaller sections 
with a special citizens' committee to 
look after each section. The police 
force is instructed to let all other mat- 
ters be of secondary importance to 
health matters, and I earnestly /urge 
each member of the various communi- 
ties to do all in his power toward in- 
telligent organization and work to^ 
gether as harmoniously as possible for 
the safety of the public health and our 
own families." 


Citizens Take Action. 


The following is the substance of the 


action taken by the residents of Hilo, 
as reported in the Herald of December 
21: 


Pursuant to a call by Sheriff An- 


drews the courthouse was crowded with 
citizens Sunday afternoon for the pur- 
pose ol organizing committees with a 
view to preventing, as far as possible, 
the introductioa of the black plague 
into Hilo. The absence of news from 
Honolulu compels action without defi- 
nite information, and Hllo is conse- 
quently groping in the dark; the work 
of committees will, therefore, be on 
general dines.

President Cooper presented some res- 


olutions for the consideration of the 
Board which he had'prepared during 
the afternoon and which will 'be 
seen in the By Authority column of 
this issue. He stated that he had had 
three or four health cases thrown out 
of court lately, and considered that the 
regulations now fa force were insuffi- 
cient to prosecute an offender upon a 
land'quarantine. As for maritime reg- 
ulations, the Health Department had 
absolute anthority. The resolutions In 
the form of regulations were accepted 
by the Board and ordered printed. 
It was stated by Dr. Day as a singu- 


lar fact that all the cases reported in 
Honolulu since the plague began two 
weeks ago. with the exception of the* 
woman Maria, have shown inguinal 
buboes, and that it was logical to as- 
sume that the infection came through 
the lower extremities, because the in- 
guinal gland was nearest the seat of 
the infection. It was apparent to him 
that the infection must have come 
through toe feet The bookkeeper at 
Wing Wo Tai's and the victim on Man- 
nakea street both were barefooted. Eth- 
el Johnson was also barefooted, and it 
seemed that they most have taken the 
infection from the ground. 


Dr. Day quoted Dr. Kitasato in re- 


gard to cases of Japanese barefooted 
men, 
where tbe inguinal glands were 


swollen, and In the women who wore 
sandals, the axillary glands under tbe 
arms were infected. 


~Mr. Cooper: "I think It would be 


very wise to advise people here not to 
go barefooted, and put it out as an offi- 
cial statement of the Board of Health."

First Midnight Sun. 
Tromsoe, July 19th, 9 a. m. 


Last night unexpectedly we saw our 


first midnight sun. 
It was extraordi- 


narily beautiful—in fact, one of the 
most splendid and Inspiring scenes I 
ever looked upon. It Is very doubtful 
whether we shall again on our trip, or 
,n our lives, see another equal to it 
The pilot says in all the years he has 


sea. The level lines of clouds above 
the mountain tops were all shades of 
gold. The long, level waters were one 
mass of living gold, slowly Increasing 
in brilliancy. 
Every change came 


gradually and yet so rapld'y and^ with 
such unexpected growth of beauty that 
we all became greatly excited. 


Right in the middle foreground, in 


the center of that light which never 
was before on sea or land, as if placed 
there by the hand of some consummate 
artist, there now floated a tall, dark, 
phantom sail, with its long black 
shadow dividing the gold of tbe lumi- 
nous waters.

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Suicide of Passenger on 


Lehuav 


Two Big Liners and Seven Wind 


jammers—Disastrous Voyage of 


Eclipse—Wrecking Kilohana, 


(From Saturday's Advertiser.) 


The.steamer Lehua, from Moloka 


ports, arrived yesterday,' reporting the 
death of a Chinese passenger from sui 
cid<a when the steamer was about five 
miles out from Kauriakakai bound fo: 
Honolulu. The passenger came ou 
board at Lauai and was. evidently a 
well-to-do mechanic possessing som< 
luggage and money. Upon the Lehua's 
departure from Lanai for Molokai th 
man exhibited some signs of aberra 
i tion which at the time was attribute) 


to seasickness. He had (taken a state 
room and apparently retired when th< 
watch on the deck noticed him strug 
gling in the water astern of the steam 
•er and his bundle of blankets- floating 
alongside. The alarm was given imme 
diately, the Lehua going full speed 
astern in a f^w moments. A boat was 
lowered .and got to within a few feet o 
the drowning man when he sank out o 
sight. After cruising" about for awhil 
arid taking on'board the bundle which 
the demented man "had taken with him 
'the Lehna headed for home. No c.lue 
has been discovered to the man's id en 
tity and his luggage awaits a claimant 
at the police station. 


Big Inward Bound Fleet.' 


Eight vessels from foreign ports sail 


ing through the channel and into th& 
harbor between sunrise and darkness 
yesterday kept the customs and harbor 
officials busy. The liner Gaelic.-which 
anchored off port Thursday night, came 
up to the Pacific Mail wharf early In 
the morning and was ^11 day discharg- 
ing a big cargo of-Oriental merchan- 
dise. She brought 634 Japanese immi- 
grants. The ship Eclipse, arrived be- 
-fdre:,noon with coal from Newcastle 
and during the afternoon the following 
sailing vessels-^arrived: The schooner 
Vine, with general merchandise from 
San Francisco; the colliers Sintram 
and Charmer, from Departure Bay with 
full cargoes; the schooner Transit ant 
bark Andrew Welch, with live stock 
and general cargo from San Francisco; 
antf the schooner Winslow, lumber- 
laden from Tacoma. All .these wind- 
jammers were compelled to anchor in 
ihe stream except the Transit, which 
was permitted to discharge some hogs 
at the Ha«way wharf. -The Andrew 
Welch will probably be accommodated 
»wlth-th« berth to-be'vacated by; the 
Martha Davis at Jrmgari wharf, but 


~ I£looks as if there was a'long wait for 
- the other vessels.- - The •arrival of this 


bunch-of sailing vessels carrying lum- 
ber, -coa!, live stock^and merchandise 
will relieve the local-market greatly. 
There Is still half a dozen coal ships 
from Tacbma; -the H. B.-Hyde from 
Norfojk and some with general cargo 
from European ports expected within 
the next week. The Poseedon and 
Conway Castle, from Liverpool, 
are 


out over three months. 


. Disaster on the Eclipse. 


The American ship Eclipse, from 


Newcastle, which arrived yesterday 
morning with a cargo of coal, was 
struck with a squall on December 2d 
and lost her main topmast, which was 
broken below the main cap. At the 
same time one of the seamen, John 
Nichoisen, who was aloft furling the 
mirzen royal sail, was thrown over- 
board and tost The Eclipse immedi- 
ately headed for the Marquesas, where 
word was left to be forwarded to San 
JFrancfsco of the disaster. 


Wrecking "Party from Kilohana. 
The wrecking crew which went up 


to the reJief of the KJlonana returned 
on the Ke Au Hou from Kaanapali yes- 
terday. Included In the party were 
Chief Engineer Keech'of the Inter-Isl- 
and Company, owners of the unfortu- 
nate steamer; Chief Carpenter C. John- 
son, J. Hendrickson,and M. Lawrence. 
They brought back with them ten sail- 
ors foninerly'of.&s( Kilohana's crew. 
While at Labatca'a complete examina- 
tion was made of the wreck as she lies 
on the reef there. The native divers 
report the hull in good condition and 
she Is In comparatively quiet water. 
But tBe combined efforts of the Ke Au 
Hou and Niihau, which happened to be 
there, were at no avail to move her 
from her position on the rocks. The 
Ke Au Hou brought all the rigging and 
everything possible from the Kilohana. 
Air-tight tank£and empty barrels have 
been, placed in the hold of the Kilohana 
at tow tide and ttte the Intention to 
take eeows alongside when the next at- 
tempt'is made and chains, will be 
placed underneath the vessel reaching 
to windlasses on the scows. Hawser* 
will again be made fast from the 
steamer* and when towing commences 
Che windHwes wfll be used to hoist the 
vessel «s far a*-possible off tbe reef 
where her keel is Imbedded. The rud- 
der is working freely and the stern 
poet is .uninjured, and K> sure was the 
Ke-Au Hon. of rescuing her that a crew 
and pro visions had*een pot on board. 
At high tide there I» about three feet 
«f wain- in tbe Kilohana which com** 
Iron the leak amidships where the 
strain i* greatest. It Is probable th* 
wrecking party will return to tbe ves- 
sel tomorrow or Monday.

HE KNOWS WHEREOF HE WRITES. 


Theory qf the Probable Cause 


-Some. Beautiful Ffsh, 


^o anyone interested In a study of 


the tony inhabitants of Hawaiian wa- 
ters, an inspection ot the large' varle- 
ty of fish exposed for sale on the mar- 
ble slabs at the Plshmarket •will afford 
ample scope forresearch in tnat direct 
tion. .For some considerable time 
past the daily supply at tbe market 
has shown a gradual falling off, and 
a« the demand for fish shows a steady 
advance the consequence is that, fish 
which three years ago sold at 10 cents 
per pound now commands a 60 per cent 
increase. 


This state of things Is explained in 
various ways, but the most reasonable 
solution is that owing to the abnor- 
mally dry,,seasons experienced in lat- 
ter years, 'and tbevrapid, expansion of 
the city'e bourdarles, tbe surface drain- 
age carried to the seashore has de- 
stroyed the spawn or'at any rate driv- 
en the fish., to seek more satisfactory 
breeding grounds. - 


Another 'explanation is that to the 


depredations made-by sharks upon the 
fishermen's nets Is largely due the 
present dearth of fish. It Is said that 
the sharks frequent the fishing grounds 
and when a net is well filled they: bite 
out the best portion, an*-consequently 
the fishermen find the net empty in 
the morning.. 


A visit to the Fishmarket yesterday 


•\fternoon revealed the'fact that al- 
though in quantity the market was 
rather poorly supplied, the various 
specimens were strongly represented.

Leaky Barkentine from Hilo—Twp 


European Clippers. Arrive—Big' ' 


Algoa Discharging. 


A lot of sailing" craft came into the 


channel during the past few days, in- 
cluding the chip Poseidon from Liver- 
pool, the ship H. F.- Glade from Bre-v 
men, the bark S. C. Allen from San 
Francisco, the ship Santo Clara from 
Nanaimo. the barkentlne Geo. -O. Per- 
kins from Hilo, and the bark Beech- 
dale from nitrate ports. The Poseidon 
and H. F. Glade sailed from Liverpool 
and Bremen respectively, the former 
on August 22 and the latter onp day 
previous. Both have general cargoes. 
The bark S. C. Allen brought a large 
freight from San Francisco and made 
a smart run of fifteen days. The ship 
Santa Clara will discharge a lot df 
coal, from Nanaimo for Oahu planta- 
tion. The Beechdale has fertilizers 
from Qhlle/for the new guano com- 
pany. All these vessels anchored In. 
the'stream, no berths being available. 
.Every wharf is now occupied, and the 
sailing of the Australia and Algoa f is 
anxiously awaited,'as they are using 
Oceanic and Pacific Mail wharves to- 
day. The United States army trans- 
port Victoria sailed for Manila with 
horses and mules last evening and the 
transport Grant, with troops'from San 
Francisco, is looked for today, as she 
was to have sailed from San Francisco 
on the 19th inst, Special instructionB- 
as regards the health conditions here 
will probably be given Her by the 
United States authorities in this port 
which will prevent Tier going alongside 
any of the wharves or having much 
communication with the shore. Sugar 
has cQmmenced to arrive from the Isl- 
ands and it will in a fortnight more be 
only a question of how soon a vessel 
can be discharged 'as to her sailing 
date. The barken tine Geo. C. Perkins 
put in leaking from Hllo and will go 
on the marine railway for recaulkiog. 
Many of the Island steamers on ac- 
count of the holiday yesterday will not 
sail until tomorrow. 


Warrimoo in Port, 


The Canadian-Australian steamship 


Warrimoo docked^ early on Sunday 
morning at the Waikiki end of Pacific 
Mail wharf with a large list of passen- 
gers and considerable freight for this 
port. 
She sailed in the evening for 


the Colonies. The Warrimoo will be 
laid off for seven Weeks for a complete 
overhauling, and will then resume her 
trios between the Colonies and Vic- 
toria. Purser Bellemaine furnishes the 
following report of the voyage from 
Victoria: Left Vancouver at 2;52 p.<m. 
Dec. 16th; passed through heavy sn^ 
storms; arrived at Victoria at 8:3ft p. 
m., left again at 4 a, m. next day; ex- 
perienced strong northwesterly winds 
next day; then on 18th inst a fresh 
southwesterly gale with high sea was 
encountered, necessitating easing the 
engines; slightly moderating, the wind 
•veered to southwest again, blowing a 
gale with high and confused sea; this 
lasted until the 22d, when strong 
southeast breeze commenced, gradual- 
ly moderating and backing to east- 
southeast on the 23d, high westerly 
ell still continued; passed Diamond 


Head at 1 a, m. Dec, 24th, and arrived 
at Honolulu at 1:30 a. m same date. 
While in port the Warrimoo was sub- 
jected to some restrictions on account 
of the plague. Only those employed 
in discharging cargo were allowed on 
board ship or having especial business 
with the ship's officers. No through 
passengers were allowed ashore.
